'The p rice was su p p lied by an 
amendment to the original Ford 
registration statement filed with 
SEC last Dec. 21 as requ ired by 
law to p rotect investors. 
'The commission will meet this 
afternoon to consider the p rosp ec­ 
tu s. It Is exp ected to clear the Is­ 
su e sp eedily . The stock then can 
be listed for trading on the New 
York, Detroit, and other major ex­ 
changes. 
'The p rice actu ally was set late 
Monday by the seven co-managers 
of the hu ge offering. 
While the p u blic will p ay $64.50 
for each of the new shares, the 
Ford Fou ndation, owner and seller 
of the stock, will receive $63 
a 
share. The difference goes into dis­ 
cou nts and commissions p aid to 
the u nderwriters and investment 
dealers. 
The total of su ch discou nts and 
commissions on the mammoth is­ 
su e will be $15,300,000, redu cing by 
that mu ch the net retu rn to toe 
sellers. The p u blic will p ay a total 
of $657.9 00,000. 
The Ford Fou ndation intends to 
re-lnvest in other secu rities so that 
Its income will no fonger dep end 
solely on earnings of toe Ford Co. 
The fou ndation is 
a charitable 
tru st with the stated aim of “ad­ 
vancing hu man welfare.” 
The Ford Co. has said its direc­ 
tors intend to declare a dividend of 
60 cents a share in the first qu ar­ 
ter of this y ear. If this dividend 
shou ld be continu ed qu arterly a 
share of stock wou ld y ield the in­ 
vestor $2.40 annu ally . 
Based on a $2.40 annu al y ield, 
the investor wou ld receive a little 
more than 3.7 p er cent on his mon­ 
ey p u t in Foni stock.

Ridgway made the declaration in 
toe first of a series of articles in 
the Satu rday Evening Post, p u b- 
ished today . He said the Dep art­ 
ment of Defense tried to silence 
his criticism of its p olicies, and he 
qu estioned toe accu racy of a state­ 
ment by President Eisenhower. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson told 
rep orters in New York Monday 
night that ”I cannot comment be­ 
cau se^ I have not read ,the^ arti­ 
cle.” *He added he regards Ridg­ 
way , who was not named to a sec­ 
ond term as Army chief of staff 
ast fall, as “ a dedicated general 
who believes very strongly in the 
Army .” 
Sen. Francis Case (R-6D) said 
today that while he has great re­ 
sp ect for Ridgway , he thinks the 
general is “thrashing some old 
straw.” Ridgway had made clear 
some months before his retirement 
his disagreement with administra­ 
tion moves to cu t Army manp ower. 
Mansfield said in a sep arate in­ 
terview it wou ld be well for some 
Senate grou p to give Ridgway an 
op p ortu nity “to docu ment his state­ 
ments and lay the story before the 
American p eop le.”

The Way Of Israel Has Not Been Smooth 


Stabilized Spending 


The thing to watch In federal finances is 
evidence of stability. 
The balanced budget offered by the Eisen­ 
hower administration calls for spending a lit­ 
tle less than 66 billion dollars and collecting a 
little more than 66 billion in taxes — a bal­ 
anced budget. 
Stability, which has been coming closer every 
year since the end of the Korean War, finally 
is within reach. Tax receipts now have been 
in the plus-60-billion range for four years and 
are increasing. Spending, on the other hand, 
has been whittled down from a post World War 
II high of more than 74 billion to a 65-billion 
level in the current year and about 66 billion 
in the year to come. 
The federal budget can be balanced if Con­ 
gress wants to balance it. That is more import­ 
ant than the actual balancing, which is largely 
a m atter of bookkeeping. 
The specter of runaway inflation paced by 
federal spending has been destroyed. How far 
did federal spending go before it was halted? 
In the 1940 budget year, the federal govern­ 
ment spent a little more than nine billion dol­ 
lars — the largest peacetime total. Six budget 
years later, it spent 98% billion at the climax 
of World War II. 
Postwar spending dropped back to a scant 
83 billion in 1948 
Eight years later, having 
gone as high as 74 billion at the Korean War 
peak, it is leveling off at 66 billion and will be 
matched by receipts, which were about five 
billion a year when the runaway began away 
back there in 1940. 
The national debt then was about 43 billion. 
Today it is 280 billion. 
The running away had to stop sometime. 
There was no more room. 


Gosed-Mouth Policy 


Secretary of State Dulles, who deserves last­ 
ing fame, should keep his mouth shut. 
He does so many things so well it is a pity 
he consistently complicates his job with his own 
words. He acts as if he never had heard of 
Teddy Roosevelt’s advice “ to walk softly and 
carry a big stick.’* If that were revised to read 
“Talk softly,” it would be just what the doctor 
ordered for the man who is potentially the 
ablest secretary of state since Elihu Root. 
His latest blooper is an apparently authorized 
magazine article describing the bold way he 
has led the United States to the “brink of w ar,” 
to deter Communist aggression. He not only has 
carried a big stick but has beaten a drum with 
it. The effect is to scare a lot of people silly. 
It is a rem inder of his threat of an “ agon­ 
izing reappraisal” if France turned town EDC 
—which France was destined to do. It is a re­ 
minder of all the other times he would have 
done all right lf he had kept his mouth shut— 
the big talk about “m assive retaliation.” “un­ 
leashing Chiang Kai-shek and that unfortunate 
crack about the Indian Ocean island of Goa 
being a “ province” of Portugal, when he was 
trying to sweeten up relations with India. 
Secretary Dulles has energy, imagination, 
brilliance, integrity, audacity and patriotism to 
spare. 
Unfortunately, 
he 
also 
has 
words 
to spare, which he gets rid of in ways that 
complicate the good job he is doing in a tough 
position. 


Ohio Always Pays 


Ohio’s General Assembly will spend the next 
few days in special session to carry out the 
voters* November mandate for a 150-million- 
dollar building project for schools and mental 
and correctional institutions. 
Ohio is not waiting for federal aid to start a 
building program . 
The cost will be paid by Ohioans in years to 
come with a special tax on their cigarets. They 
pay for what they get. and they pay cheerfully 
when they get their money’s worth. 
If this were a federal - aid building program, 
instead of a state program , Ohioans would not 
get their money’s worth. 
Ohio is one of the “have” states whose wealth 
would be divvied up among “ have-not” states 
in a federal school-aid program . For every dol­ 
lar it received in aid. it would pay out at least 
a dollar and a half — and the half wfould be 
split up among have-not states and bureau­ 
crats, for handling charges. 
Moreover, some of that half dollar would help 
support dual school systems in prejudice-ridden 
southern states which can’t afford the cost of 
one decent set of schools, let alone two. 
Federal school aid is attractive until taxpay­ 
ers in states that would put up the money be­ 
gin to think about how much they could aid 
themselves if they kept their money at home.

Theodor Herzl, a Viennese journ­ 
alist, Zionism took on a political 
nature. At the B a s l e Congress 
(1897), the first time Jews from

Herzl's concept of 
political Zion­ 
ism was accepted and the Zion­ 
ist movement was launched. 
There was considerable opposi­

Dulles Warning Comes At Opportune Time 


A warning to the world, a n d 
specifically to Soviet Russia, has 
just been proclaimed by the sec- j 
retary 
of 
state, 
John 
Foster 
Dulles. It is a 
w a ming that j 
t h e 
United 
States, in or­ 
der 
to defend 
itself 
and 
its 
allies, can and 
will in case of

David Lawrence n e e essary — 
end that peace-at-any-price is not 
the policy of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 
This is the true significance of 
the much-talked-about 
article 
in 
“Life” magazine giving the views 
of Dulles about the “brink of war.” 
Instead of being a matter of “ in­ 
ept timing,” as some foreign crit- 
ic* refer to it or the “rewriting 
of history” as the petty partisans 
suggest, the revelations constitute 
a timely and constructive contri­ 
bution to the worldwide discussion 
of the best way to achieve and 
maintain peace. 
The facts contained In the “Life” 
article are correct and the maga­ 
zine is to be commended for its 
enterprise in bringing the subject 
matter to the attention of the world 
at this time. For. while there is in 
the 
article 
one 
brief quotation 
which might better have been re­ 
vised for clarity reasons, the es­ 
sential points are historically true 
and realistic. 


THE MAIN THESIS — that the 
United States has not been and is 
not bluffing and will go to war lf 
challenged — is affirmed by Sec­ 
retary Dulles, as well it should 
be. There is no more certain way 
to bring on war and to encourage 
the 
aggressors 
to 
t a k e 
fatal 
chances than to let tljem believe 
America is “bluffing” when issu­ 
ing warnings that there will be 
“massive retaliation” in the case | 
of attack on a broad front or “se­ 
lective retaliation** in the 
event 
local wars require it. 
It is of transcendent importance 
that the Communists at Moscow 
and Peiping shall realize that the 
consultations at Geneva last sum­ 
mer and autumn did not mean an 
abandonment of America’s f i r m 
policies and that’s why the article 
in “Life.” with its evident authori­ 
zation of some 
pertinent quota­ 
tions, is so opportune. 
This correspondent can say of 
his own knowledge, based on talks 
with high officials of France and 
the United States at Geneva in 
1954 that the article does not “re­ 
write history” and 
that 
British 
critics are merely repeating now 
their version of what happened in 
the conferences in London at that 
time over policy in Indochina. "Hus 
was then and still is at variance 
| with the American version. It was 
! a difference in method of approach 
i rather than objective. 


WHAT DULLES emphasizes is 
that, despite those differences of 
opinion, the world has since bene­ 
fitted by those very differences. It 
was possible, for example, for Sir 
Anthony Eden, then foreign secre­ 
tary. to say privately at Geneva 
in May 1953 to Chou En-lai, foreign 
secretary of the Red China govern­ 
ment, that while the British had 
not as yet agreed to go along with 
a common front in Indochina, he 
knew 
the 
United 
Stoles 
meant 
business. It was made clear that 
if military intervention did come. 
Britain could not afford to remain

aloof. This hitherto unpublished 
fact might well have been includ­ 
ed in the “ Life” article. 
To put it another way the Dulles 
effort to get France and Britain to 
agree to “ united action" if t h e 
Red Chinese arm ies openly inter­ 
vened in Indochina, as they had in 
Korea, was being discussed then 
as either a bluff or the real thing 
and. to the credit of Eden it m ust 
be said, he reflected accurately in 
private talks with the Red Chinese 
the American view and that was 
the main reason Chou En-lai was 
impressed and a truce in Indo­ 
china resulted. 
Now it so happens that the Unit­ 
ed States didn't agree to the parti­ 
tion of Indochina itself and 
de­ 
nounced the term* of the settle­ 
ment, in fact never has to this day 
subscribed to those term s. 


THE SITUATION when Dulles 
interposed his plan in 1954 was not 
whether the term s of a truce would 
be acceptable or unacceptable in 
themselves but whether Red China 
would agree to any truce at all, 
and instead gobble up all of Indo­ 
china 
because 
it 
thought 
the 
French were too weak to resist 
and neither Britain nor the United 
States would intervene. It would 
have been easy for the arm ies of 
Red China to capture all of Indo­ 
china — as they were about to do 
when the Dulles warning saved the 
day. 
There is in the “ Life” article one 
overcondensed q u o t a t i o n by 
Dulles, which was unfortunate. He 
is quoted as saying: “The ability 
to get to the verge without getting 
into the war is the necessary art. 
If you cannot m aster it, you in­ 
evitably get into w ar.” 
Now this is an ambiguous sen­ 
tence and might well have been 
revised if there had been time. 


It could mean that there is artifice 
about diplomacy and that going up 
to the edge is really a m atter of 
intentional bluff. But the secretary 
did not mean this at all. What he 
had in mind was covered in the 
sentence: 
“ You have to t a k e 
chances for peace, just 
as 
you 
must take chances for w ar.” 


DULLES IS ETERNALLY right 
—that miscalculation by the ag­ 
gressor is what brings on war. 
This error by the Kaiser in 1914 
and by Hitler in 1939 caused a 
world war in each case. The Dulles 
concept — shared 
by 
President 
Eisenhower — is that “ bluffing” 
leads to war and you have to show 
clearly you will fight in order to 
prevent the enemy from attacking. 
Appeasement never pay*. 
Why did Dulles authorize the a r­ 
ticle at this time? For two rea­ 
sons — one the recent article in 
Harpers magazine by former Sec­ 
retary of State Dean 
Acheson, 
which in effect accused the ad­ 
ministration of “ bluffing” and the 
other was a desire to inform the 
world that the Democratic party 
spokesmen have not been speaking 
for America in hinting that this 
country has adopted a policy of 
“ bluff.” 
Dulles is entitled to the right to 
reply to Acheson’s unfounded at­ 
tacks. 
That’s why Dulles was receptive 
to the idea and that's why the 
article 
in 
its 
introduction 
says 
“Dulles’ direction of U. S. foreign 
affairs is under attack these days 
as the presidential campaign gets 
under way” and that the “ new in­ 
formation” made 
available 
to 
Jam es Shepley. chief of the Wash­ 
ington Bureau of Time-Life, who 
wrote it, “ bulwarks the substantial 
case to be made for Dulles.”

Discusse s Proble ms Of Age d 


Rigby Mast told of the prob­ 
lems facing elderly people in the 
first of a serie.s of three meetings 
on the topic, “The Church and Its 
Older People,” Sunday night at the 
First Church of Christ, 
Mast, Columbiana County Wel­ 
fare Department director, told the 
125 present that the differences 
between older people are d u e 
more to health and personal life 
patterns than to the number of 
years they have lived. 
The meetings are being held in 
ccmnection with a proposed Chris­ 
tian home for elderly people of 
the church in East Liverpool. 
Primitive 
cultures reverenced 
their aged men and women, but 
today in American our culture is 
oriented toward the emphasis on 
youth and the strong and beauti­ 
ful, Mast said. 'The problems of 
elderly people are much like those 
of children, including the same 
emotions — insecurity, lack of af­ 


fection and frustration, he stated 
Rest homes care for some el­ 
derly people, but too often life in a 
rest home consists of a bed, 
chair and possibly a television set 
he said. The Columbiana County 
Home is ancient and antique and 
it is impossible with the smal 
staff to keep all the patients neat 
and clean, he added. 
Mast said there are many resi 
dents who should not be patients 
at the County Home because they 
are the aged mentally ill.
